The engine, with its tender and the 
two freight cars got safely away. 
The next car, the first of the wrecked 
ones, which was loaded with mixed 
freight for thes Massey Harris Co., lies 
on its side west of the track, clear of 
the rails. It was unbroken. The 
second car loaded with mixed groceries 
lay upside down on the opposite side 
of the track about thirty feet behind 
the first one, and five feet from the 
rails. It did not appear to be greatl 
damaged. The third had been loaded 
with binders, mowers, rakes and plows 
for the Massey-Harris Co. and had 
pitched headlong from the track on 
thh east side, and it, with its cargo, is 
a total loss. It lies on its side and 
top with the entire top torn out and 
the machinery valued at $2,000 
thrown out bent, twisted and broken. 
The next ear had been loaded with 
way freight and lies smashed to 
pieces on the east side of the track, 
just across the bridge, one end buried 
in the hank of the creek, a total 
wreck. ‘T!.c fifth car also a freight is 
halfway across the track, its front end 
telescoping arid taking the side out of 
the car ahead. In the bed of the 
creek, side by side, at right angles to 
the track, lie the baggage car and the 
coach in which were the five families 
of unfortunate Galicians. The bag- 
gage car was ahead and was not very 
badly crushed. It appears to be sup- 
ported by the remnants of the 
bridge which it carried down when it 
fell, and lies dry above the waters of 
the shallow creek. The Galician 
coach did no! escape so easily. It fell 
in the centre of the creek with force 
enough to break the end out and the 
water came in and flooded one end. 
Only a few seats were unbroken in 
the entire car and ir its drop it was 
impaled on a 12x12 bridge timber 
which crushed through the floor, tore 
out two sections of seats, and pinned 
part of them to the ceiling. There 
were 25 souls in this coach and that 
nore were killed is simply miraculous. 
These two cars blocked the track so 
that the next and eighth, a passenger 
coach, crashed into them and partly 
derailed itself, fortunately without 
doing much damage or injuring those 
on board. The last and ninth car, 
another passenger coach, was partly 
derailed, but quickly replaced by the 
wrecking gang on their arrival.

Several Galician children were 
almost drowned in the water which 
came in the end of the car. They are 
all at the immigration hall Strathcona.

$20 collected and presented to them.

The wrecking train arrived from 
Calgary about noon on Tuesday and 
quickly commenced straightening 
things up. It is expected that the 
bridge will be rebuilt by Friday night. 

The train for the south pulled out 
about five on Tuesday, the passengers 
and luggage being trausferred at the 
creek, 

Large crowds from both towns 
visited the scene on Tuesdry, and a 
number of photographs were taken of 
the wreck and the wrecking gang at 
work,
